peerely alter Eaſter at times conuenient, appointed by the ſame, aſſemble themlelues together, and calling befoze 
them ſuch dilcreete and graue perſons of the laid County, Citie andTowne,as they ſhould thinke meete, and con⸗ 
 ferring together, reſpecting the plentie oꝛ ſcarcity ol the time and other circumſtances neceſſarily to be conſidered, 
hould by vertue of the ſaid Act, within the limits and pꝛecincts ol their ſeuerall commilſions, limtte, rate, and ap⸗ 
poynt the wages, as well ol ſuch and ſo many of the ſaid Artificers, handicrafts men, hulbandmen, oꝛ any other 
laboꝛer, ſeruant, oꝛ woꝛkeman, whoſe wages in times paſt hath bene by any law of Statute rated a appointed, as 
alſo the wages ol all other laboꝛerg, artiſicers, woꝛkmen, oꝛ appꝛentices of huſbandzy, which haue not bene rated, 
as the ſame Juſtices, Maioꝛs, oꝛ head officers within their ſeuerall cõmillions oꝛ liberties.chould thinke meete by 
their diſcretions to be rated, limited, oꝛ appointed, and the lame rates a taxations ſhouldcertifie vnto the Queenes 
highnes Court ol Chancery beloꝛe a certaine day limited in ð ſaid Act. ndherupon it ſhould be lawful fo: the Lozd 
chancellor, oꝛ Loꝛd keeper ol the great ſeale ot England, loꝛ the time being, vpon declaration thereof to her High⸗ 
nelle, her heires 02 ſacceſſo2s,07 tothe Loꝛdg g others ol her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſel, tocauſe Pꝛoclamations to 
bepꝛinted a ſent down into euery of the laid ſhires and places, conteining the ſeuerall rates appointed by the ſaid 
Juſtices q other head officers, commanding thereby in her Highnes name, all perſons ſtraitiy to oblerue a keepe 
the ſame, vpon the danger of the punichment and fozfaitures limited a appoynted by the ſaid Act and Statute, 

And where allo it is further enacted by the authoꝛity afozeſaid,that all maner ofperſon andperſons.,after ſuch 
Proclamation made, chould obſerye and keepe the ſaid rates foz wages, vpon paine of the fozkaitures a penalties 
conteined in the ſaid Eſtatute, vntill by further oꝛder by Pꝛoclamation, accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt ol the ſame Efta- 
tüte, it hould be otherwiſe oꝛdered and pꝛoclaimed: noherefoze the Queenes Maieſtie, hauing receiued into her 
laide Court ol Chancery , amongſt diuers other Certificates , from ſundzy her Dighneſle Shires, Cities 
and Townes, one Certificate from the Countieof Cardigan, conteining the Rates foz wages hereafter fol- 
wing, made and appointed by the Juſtices of the Countie of Cardigan, accoꝛding to the tenour of the 
lame Acte : And minding to haue the ſame rates put in execution in all pointes , as by the p:ocelle of the 
lame Act is pꝛeſcribed, like as her Maieſtie hath and intendeth to doe in all other her Bighneſle Counties and 
Dhires,and other places of Liberte within this hor Kealme: Therefoze her Yighnelle ſtraightly charaeth and 
tommaundeth all maner perſon and perſons within the Countie of Cardigan, to keepe and obſerue in all 
poyntes the ſaide rates, tarations, oꝛders and appointments foz wages hereafter following and ſet foozth 
bon the paines and koꝛteitures appointed by the ſaid eſtatute, and vpon paine ol her Highnelle diſpleaſure. 

And further her Highneſle pleaſure qexpꝛelle commaudement is, that all Juſtices of Peace, Sherifes, a other 
Officers of the ſaide Countie of Cardigan, thall ſee and cauſe the ſame rates duely and ſeuerely to bee ob- 
ſerued and kept in all points: Ind this Pꝛoclamation to bee vled in euery behalle, accozding to the tenoꝛ 
and ellect of the ſame Act. And her Maiefties further plealure and commandement is, that it any aueſtiou, ſcruple 
Ii doubt, hall ariſe vpon any of the tarations oꝛ rates foz the ſayd Countie of Cardigan, hereunder men: 
toned : That then the ſame ſhalbe reſolued and determined by her Pighneſſe Juſtices of Peace, that 
did make and oꝛdeine the ſame tarations and rates: Ind that all perſons ſhall perloꝛme and keepe the ſame reſo? ?
